Spirit of the Euglisli Press. 
From ftmoDg many excellent arti^ 
oles on tho various topics of ovory-dfiy 
oooarrenoe ia English political and 
Booiftl life, we have only room for the 
oondonaation of a fow editorials from 
the leading journals, leaving tho ro-< 
maindor to bo digested by our readers 
at length in the original form. Tho 
colonists will be glad to know that tho 
Heform Bill has " dragged its slow 
. length" through the various stages in 
the House oi Gommons and is now 
before the Lords. The Government 
defeat on the redistribution of seats 
was signal, and to a less evenlyt 
balanced mind than Disraeli's woaldi 
have proved disastrous. But " Dizzy" 
has a larger share of nonchalance than 
usually falls to tho lot of 8ta£esmen, and 
the happy-gosluoky stylo with which 
be treats each reverse is in striking 
contrast with the strong emotional 
evidences of disappointment that dis^ 
tinguisbod Mr Gladstone during his 
try ing campaign as loader of t he Bas- 
sell Hinistry last session. iThe Times 
is pleased with the triumph of the 
Liberals, and says "it is a moderate 
step to take awiiy one out of two 
members from oil boroughs having a 

, . . population of less than 10,000." Tbo 
Morning Advertiser " approlionds that 
Mr Dihraeli was neither surprised nor 
much displeased at tho dccisivo do*, 
feat"; and tbo Siundard is of opinion 
"that tbo success ot Mr Laing's 
amendment will riithcr facilitate tlum 
hinder tho further progrcna of ibe 
Bill." Tbo amendment, it will be ro«. 
mombered, takoa ouu imut from every 
two-seated boroui^h wiili a jiniiulalion 
under iO,000, and diatiibutos iho seats 
thus obtained amon^ lurgor constiiu- 
- enoios. Tho Daily Ik^'cws says " tbo 
time is not far distant when it will be 

■ necessary to come to some understand-, 
ing, based on comprebeniive principles, 
as to the position which our Govern>- 
ment is to tako up towards thoso 
foreign States which rob our people by 
borrowing their money and then pay^ 
ing neither interest nor principal. The 
number ot governments which have 
, broken iaitb with the Eoglisb creditor 
is by this time considerable. Some 
have openly confiaoated the property 
intrnsted to them, and some repadiato; 
while othors, without taking tho 
' trouble to do eitberj content tbem« 
selves with simply not paying. The 
■• last caso which has come before tho 
public is that of Venezuela, the Gov- 
ernment of which, three years ago, 
obtained a loan from England, through 
tho General Credit Company, assign- 
ing as security the export duties of tbo 
republic, which were to bo paid into 
the hands of the British consul. Twice 
the payments have been suspended by 
decroes, the Government wanting tho 
money for its own purposes. The 
lenders are indignant, and, as usual, 
carry their complaints to the Foreign 
OflSco. It is said that Lord Stanley 
is not averao from taking some action 
in the matter. But wbaty action ought 
to bo taken ? Is it to bo understood 
that the war power of this country ia 
as a rule to bo nt the service of thoso 
who have boon eo nnfortunato as to 
lend their money to a dishonest gov" 
ernmont ? Unless wo aro prepared to 
afiSrm this principle and to apply it 
universally, it is not clear what the 
Government can do." The new £ank*> 
rnptcy Bill now before the Oommons 
has provoked considerable discnasion. 
Tho Daily JSFews donouooos it as a 
" retrograde measuro, which ever so 
much as it pleases solicitors, must dis-

1 know tbiit iinturo do?igi:a thai tliin whole 
conliiieul — not merely tho?i3 3G State?, biit 
this whole coritini'iic —should be, Kooner or 
lator, within tho magic circlo of the Ameri- 
can Union. [Loud clii'i-rn | 'I'Iil' people in 
North Carolina und (Jenrcm rii„y try to f,n;t 
out as much as thoy ph'a^e, and you hoii; in 
Miif.saolHisetla may try lo keep llitm out iis 
iiuicb aa you ploiiso ; (jud and iiuiure have 
decided iigiiiiiRt Lolh. and you aro to live 
together us bruihtis in unity and harmony. 

Now I told you that 1 was poouliarly 
gratified with the reecptinii thai you gave tho 
Prceiduiil ol Ilio Unili'd Sta'ofl lo-doy. Now 
let, u.s B;iy one wonl lor jnur scriomi rfflection 
on tiiis (-ubji-ct. Aliiiij;liiy Oi.d lia* revtfuhid 
10 moil or allowed lli"in lo eoiicjive ol no 
hhIc or ponniininl govcriiintml in which tliorc 
shall not be one extcutive head. 'Pliut hoad, 
inuft exist io the i;overnniont, wbuthor it is 
d king, ur an emperor, or a piesideut. I'bcro 
are but two ways i>i which an executive head 
can be procured for a nation — one is by birth 
lierodilury, and tho oihiir is by ck-ction— 
[three chetri lor our President by electio' ] 
but ualions biiva been willing to nubmit tn a 
king or an emperor, nnd lliLTofor.), holora bo 
ia born Ihoewurd is prepared wtiicli is to be 
pot into bis hands with whioh ho shall be 
able to compel their eooaent during bis nature 
al life. On the other hand, a republic elects 
a president, nnd they lake security against 
his abuse or lyraiiiiical excrni u ol powi>r by 
stipuloting that be 8hull bo Pr^.'-ident f.ir but 
four years ; and liuviiig rr.ado lhat .stipul.i- 
tion they agree that lie phall have no swi rd 
in his hantl to keep him in tho po^dcssion ol 
tbe power tbey have entrusted to bim, but 
that tbey by their own consent will ncquioBce 
and sustain hira for the period of l.ur years 
and no lunger, when they can lurn him out 
and put in a successor that llioy elect. Now 
if you aro going lo have a i're.Hi.lont, as a 
President i.s a necofsity, and for four yorrs, 
bow are you to gel hina ? You are to agree 
that tbe majority of the people or the States 
shall elect bim. There is no other woy but 
that you must ncqniesco n it during Iho term 
of aud that the minority concur in the choice 
that Iho majority has made for four years 
und no longer. Only adhere to that one 
sirnpio principle, and tbe repnblio will last 
forever. 

Tbia republic can never periah if you have 
a President that tho people ibcmselves, wiitn 
oat tho employment of military force, will 
suBlain fur lour years at a time, and no long- 
er, liut what liavi) we Bci n ? Wo have 
seen thia rc|iublic on the very brink of deatli 
and dissolution. And wlii" 1 Bi.causo loo 
States of this Union refused to eubmit to the 
President that was chosen by tho majority of 
lbs otbor States, six years ago, and what did 
yOB do ? You eoinpelleJ them to submit ; 
you compelled thorn to acqiiicsco. Now you 
have another I'resident fur lour year?, and 
two of thoso years are gone, tho majoiity will 
then oloct another i'msidont. Uo you not 
expect that the monorily, who vote against 
that new Presidaot, will acquiesce in bla 
holding tbo executive power for tho four 
years lor which ho is to be eleoled ? Why 1 
Bocanso tlic minuriiy niust acqiiicgee. or 
your nation is to he ubaiuloned to ruin and 
socofsion. 'I'hen all there ia iajust this ; We 
have just got to learn unu siinplo habit — that 
of acquiescing in tho choice that wo oarselvea 
made of our President for four years, and 
then, ct the expiration of that time, improv- 
ing upon tl,e last choice by making as much 
belter one ua we luivc tlio siiecuss and wis- 
dom to do.

on a train knows very well how aweet il 

sornelimea ia to gci a draught of water ; tho 
mingled dust and boat of a crowded car 
making tbo travellers drink like a lisb. By 
tbe time these poor half famished wretches 
reached Uuelph they wero actually panting 
for water ; and when thoy cauijht sight of 
sumo pails wbioh had bean placed for them 
on tho platform several sprang over tho 
boarding before thoy could ho handed \io to 
tliem.

llrigauda^e in rap:il Italy. 

The FloronoB correspondent ul the London 
Times writes on Iho 17' b nil. : — 

I otters ol tho lulh and IGth inst. from 
Roma, published in the Italie, give terrible 
accounts of brigands m tho Papal pruviocts. 
In Iho provinces of Viterbo and Oivita Vec- 
c!iia (comparatively now groiiiiii) tbey are 
extorting enormous sums and eommitting 
iriglitful ravages. Tbey wrote to .M. Guiiii- 
olmi, of Uiviia Vecohia, to demand 8 0U0 
ciowns, which he paid in order not to iiuve 
his lands dovastated. M. Arapta, of tho 
same place, not having complied wilh a simi- 
lar rKpiest, ihey not lire to tbo house in 
which liu kept his wool, and killed more 
than 800 sbei-p wbieh he had on a laiin near 
Tolia, iiorihwesi Iroin IJ viia Veeclna, The 
nicrrantt di camjingna — tho great middle cl.i.-..'^ 
landlords ul iqti Pa[ial Statea — ar ■ iu divpair. 
At Itome the only talk saeiiia to bo brigaur- 
daee, so serious baa ibe matter . become. 
The band above referred is said to amount to 
UIO men, and has bad uu encounter with the 
gendarmes, killing two of thom without loss 
lo tlieinselve.><. Landowners who live in 
towns are ulr.iid lo visit their farms lest tbey 
.•should bo oaplured ami held forranscm 
Tiio. chief ot this formidable bund is known 
as the ' Zouave,' and wears a military uni- 
lorru. It ia said that all his men are armed 
wilh do- ble- barreled gnna and reVLlvore. 
The loiter ot ti,e Ki ll says : — 

' Tbe gendariiii;« bad arrested an as.sapsir 
v/lio had escaped from the laijnc of C'lvita 
Veechia, and two of them w ere taking liiui 
to prison. When they arrived near tho canal 
they were shot and the aaaasain'was reacuod. 
At Civita Vecchia tho alarm is such that the 
town galea are shut at ni;;hlfall ; the prucau- 
li'in is lint .snpctlluons, lor llimc arc 1,IIU0 
galley slaves in Ibo arsnal, luid woo lo llio 
country if thoy were to b : let leo-i- !' 

Dc'tacbincnta of infantry and cavalry and 
of gendarmes have been sent in pursuit ot 
this form'dable band, but without anccess. 
There waa a report in Rome that a company 
of Zouaves hud fallen in with thom nnd 
killed several, b,u it was nnt crediied. Tbo 
Pupal govorniiiciit reaps what il has sown. 
In 1802 .3 it welcomed llio brigands as 
Boiirboiiist lior..ies, defenders ol ihtono and 
altar, allowed tliem to equip Ihemselvea in 
its territory, and even aopplied them with 
provisi us. iVl do Merode protected them 
and ordered bis gendarmea not to molest 
them.
